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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


I  hereby  present  my 'fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  of  tho  Borough.  It  Is  in  an  entirely  new  form  owing  to 

the  need  for  economy.  The  compilation  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and,  although  not  presenting 
it  s  customary  appearance ,  .it  is  nevertheless,  a  record  of  hard 
and  contains  the  salient  facts  regarding  health  statistics , 

.Although  there  were  55  fewer  births  than  in  1939,  the  birth 
rate  is  0.7  per  1,000  higher  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Registrar- 
General1 s  estimate  of  tho  civilian  population  is  15,500  less. 

Similarly,  with  38  fewer  deaths  the.  death  rate  is  14  4 
compared  with  13,7  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  26  fewer  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one 
year;  ana  the  Infant  mortality  rate  was  73  compared  with  75  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  most  striking  record  Is  in  connection  with  maternal 
mortality,  the  death  rate  from  which  is  again  the ‘lowest  ever 
recorded.  Out  of  3,266  live  births  only  four  -deaths  <-of: 'women 
occurred  and  noo  one  was  due  to  sepsis a  When  one  considers  in 
the  very  recent  past  the  dangers  of  puerperal  sepsis  threatening 
childbirth,  the  above  mentioned  facts  are  a  source  of  great 
satisfaction,  ' 


The  Borough  remains  comparatively  free  from  any  serious 
epidemic  of  Infectious  disease,  although  measles  continued 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  diphtheria  and 
cerebro-spinal  fever.  Again,  the  notifications  of  diphJ heria 
exaggerated  the  position  of  clinical  disease,  as,  on  fur ti  ° 
observation,  a  considerable  number  of  tho  cases  were  prove  !  actually 
not  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease. 


0n^  page  20  of  the  Report  is  set  out  the  change  in  ti  e  control 
of  meat  inspection;  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  form  of  centralised 
slaughter  will  be  continued  after  tho  present  emergency  vf  !  oh 
created  the  scheme. 

The  Emergency  Hospital  Service  fluctuated  according  to 
whether  we  wore  anticipating  casualties  from  overseas,  epidemics  In 
this  country,  or  tho  normal  admission  of  patients.  The  Department 
took  it’s  share  of  the  admission  of  convoys  of  wounded  soldiers: 
first,  from  the  old  continental  battle  grounds;  later,  from  the 
French  coast;  and  thirdly  from  London  -  the  latter  consisting  of 
chronic  sick  old  women  from  the  P,A.C.  Institutions. 

Luckily,  the  casualties  from  air  raids  among  the  civilian 
population  were  in  no  way  large  and  the  threatened  epideru  ?,  of 
influenzal  pneumonia  did  not  arise.  The  hospital  beds,  therefore 
were  put  to  their  normal  use.  * 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  younger  members  of  tho 
staff  have  responded  to  the  call  for  service  in  tho  Army,  Navy,  and 
Air  Porco,  and  also  the  Army  Nursing  Service;  altogether,  ...1  members 
of  your  Department  are  thus  engaged.  The  remainder  of  the  staff 
are  all  concerned  with  A.R.P,  duties  and,  although  difficult  times 
have  been  encountered  when  a  day1  s  work  had  to  be  completer, 
following  upon  night  after  night  of  broken  sleep,  the  higb  standard 
of  efficiency  maintained  by  this  Department  has  not  dimin'  'bed.

These  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  and  in  each  case 
repeat  samples  were  continued  until  either  satisfactory  results 
were  obtained  or  the 'unsatisfactory  supply  was  discontinued. 

The  necessary  repeat  samples  numbered  53  aid  these  were 
submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  both  Methylene  Blue  Reduction

Samples  which  failed  to  satisfy  both  tests  numbered  34. 

In  two  cases  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  a  milk  -supply.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


The  control  of  slaughtering  resulted  in  the  Ministry  of  Food 
taking  possession  of  three  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  for  thr 
slaughter  of  livestock.  The  remaining  f orty-seven  were  closed:

In  my  previous  report  it  was  stated  that  n provided  no  strain  is 
put  upon  the  accommodation  at  the  three  slaughter-houses  and  that 
regular  times  of  killing  are  maintained,  it should  he  possible  to 
examine  all  carcases  and  offals  from  the.  animals  slaughtered." 

On  a  number  of  occasions  the  accommodation 'has  been  -  strained 
to  the  limit  with  the  result  that  proper  methods  of  slaughter  and 
hygienic  handling  have  been  impossible  and  inspection  has  been 

necessary  at  all  hours.  Many  but c. hers  who  in . the -past. - ware  not 

in  favour  of  a  public  abattoir  now  admit  .that,  such  premises  would 
be  a  great  asset,  and  that  centralised  .slaughtering  is  superior 
to  the  old  methods.  • 

As  a  result  of  this  centralised  slaughtering  the  Borough  Meat 
Inspectors  were  enabled  to  examine  all. stock. slaughtered.

POOD  CONTROL. 


During  the  early  days  of  rationing  the  Food  'Controller  made  a 
number  of  calls  on  the  Food  Inspectors  to  examine  amounts  of 
perishable  foodstuffs  which  retainers  wished  to  sell  without 
coupons  being  required.  As  supplies  became  regular  the  applica¬ 
tions  ceased. 
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A  number  of  tons  of  foodstuffs,  partly  damaged  by  enemy  action 
before  consignment  to  the  Borough,  were  examined  in  warehouses 
prior  to  distribution  to  retailers. 

Enemy  air  raids  resulted  in  damage  to  a  number  of  provision 
shops.  Stocks  were  examined,  certificates  given  for  foodstuffs 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  reports  sent  to  the 
Food  Controller.  Condemned  foodstuffs  have  been  salvaged  for 
various  purposes. 

CONTROL'  OF  SLAUGHTERING . 

The  legal  powers  of  the  Meat  Inspectors  hac.  to  be  relaxed  as  a 
result  of  the  Memorandum  on  the  Control  of  Slaughtering. 

This*  stated  that  while  the  Minister  of  Food  desired  to  have  the 
benefit* of  the  meat  inspection  services  already. provided  by  local 
authorities  under  ordinary  Law,  the  provisions  of. the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1938  in  relation  to  the  seizure  of  unsound  food  were  not 
applicable  in  relation  to  meat  etc.,  in  possession  of  the  Crown. 

Alsp,  certain  sections  of  the  Public  Heal th{ Meat )Regulat ions, 

'  i924,  could  not  be  made  compulsory. 

i  * 

Despite  many  difficulties  in  the  three  slaughter-houses  under 
the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  largely  due  to  congestion, 
excellent  relations  have  been  maintained  with  the  slaughter-house 
managers  and  other  Ministry  officials. 

All  meat  carriers*  lorries  are  nov\r  covered^  resulting  in  better 
protection  of  the  meat  and  offals  during  transit. 

Slaughtering  on  allotments  and  farms  showed  an  Increase,  22 
notices  of  slaughter  being  received  as  against  2  in  the  previous 
year. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DEALING  WITH  FOOD 
CONTAMINATED  BY  POISON  GASES. 


A  memorandum  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  giving  prelimin¬ 
ary  details  of  the  duties  of  the  officers  responsible  for 
decontamination  and  treatment  of  foodstuffs  affected  by  poison 
gases.  As  a  result  of  a  number  of  meetings  held  by  the  Grocers’ 
Association  and  addressed  by  the  senior  food  Inspectors,  many 
volunteers  from  wholesale  and  retail  provision  dealers  staffs  were 
enrolled  for  anti-gas  training  and  methods  of  decontamination  and 
food  treatment.

The  notifications  for  the  year  under  jeview  have  been 
normal  with  the  exception  that  the  number  of  Measles  notified 
has  again  been  high,  namely,  1571  as  compared  with  1278  for  the 
previous  year.  Diphtheria  and  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  also  show 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  there  being  86  and  72  more 
cases  respectively  notified. 

The  table  on  the  next  page  shows  the  number  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  notified  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE: 

Co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Service  continues 
along  sound  lines.  A  daily  list  of  infectious  diseases  has  been 
sent  to  the  School  Medical  Department  and  circulars  to  the  head 

teacher  of  the  school  concerned.  Intimation  of  contacts  of  . j 

school  age  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  also  been  forwarded 
Intimations  regarding  Chickenpox,  scabies,  measles,  mumps  and 
whooping  cough  have  been  received  from  teachers  and  school  nurses. 
565  throat  swabs  were  taken  at  various  schools  and  lb  cases  of 
Diphtheria  or  carriers  were  detected  compared  with  412  throat 
swabs  in  1939  when  15  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  carriers  were

HOSPITAL  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  'John  Young*  Ward  was  formally  opened  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  forma  a  complete  unit  of  20  cubicles' and  an 
operating  theatre;  all  this  was  prinaril,  designed  for  the  . 
treatment  of  Puerperal  Septicaemia.  ■  If.  forms  a  very  valuable 
means  of  isolation  of  different  classes  ui  inieccioua  disease 
in  an  economical  manner,  as  many  different  types  of  Infection 
can  be  dealt  with  in  one  building  with  proper  nursing  methods 
instead  of  opening  large  wards  for  their. reception. 

Staff :  The  institution  shared  the  difficulties  with 

similar  hospitals  in  obtaining  and  maintaining  nursing  staff 
during  a  period  when  the  demand  upon  their  services,  owing  to 
war  conditions,  were  very  great.  Moreover,  owing  to  the 
postponement  of  any  building  developments  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  increase  the  size  of  the  administration  block  and 
nurses*  home  in  order  to  put  into  operation  a  forty-eight  hour 
week.  This  may  act  as  a  deterring  agent.

OUT  OF  BOROUGH  CASES:  Several  times  during  the  year  the 
Hospital  was  working  to  capacity  necessitating  the  selection  of 
cases  to  be  admitted.  29  out  of  Borough  cases  were  admitted. 

A  certain  amount  of  difficulty  was  met  with.  A  certain  number  of 
cases  admitted  to  the  general  hospitals  were  diagnosed  there,  and 
some  of  these  were  returned  to  their  own  Authority,  and  others 
admitted  here  on  agreement  by  the  Authority  to  pay  for  their 
maintenance.

Although  the  above  mentioned  services  have  been  in  existence 
for  a  period  of  two  years  it  may  not  be  inopportune  to  recall  in 
detail  exactly  what  these  organisations  mean.

In  1939  when  war  appeared  to  he:  imminent,  the  spade  work  for 
these  services  was  carried  out -unknown  and,  therefore,  unappreciated 
but  nevertheless  of  vital  importance. 

From  these  early  beginnings  the. , schemes  have  been -reorganised 
and  amplified  to  such  an  extent  that” the  services  now  bear  little 
resemblance  to  their  former  ’selves;. 

Casualty  Services.  ''  /A. 

There  was  no  existing  organisation  to  base  one  * s  scheme  for 
these  services  and  until  the  various  circulars  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security  laid  down  the  standards 
of  establishment  the  main  concern  consisted  in' training  as  many 
-  people  as  possible  in  First-Aid  work  and  Anti-Gas  procedure. 

At'  a  later  date  this  instruction  was  also  concerned  with  H.E. 
and  Incendiary  bomb  control-. 

yft  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  It  is  fitting  to  pay  a  just 
tribute  to  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade  .and  the ’Rod' Cross  Society 
because  it  was  from  these  two  splendid  organisations  that  we  were 
.able  to  draw  the  trained  Instructors  to  initiate  recruits  into 
..First  Aid  work.  .  Without  the  services  of  these  instructors  our 
"tasks  would  have  been  even  more  difficult. 

We  have  now  arrived  at  a  total  effective  strength  of  1,339 
trained  personnel  available  during  an’alert’ ;  and  these  are- 
divided  into  paid  personnel  and  An.  a  larger  proportion,  volunteers. 

From,  the  very  first  air-raid  which  took. -place  in  the  Borough 
a  graphic  record  has  been  kept  of  the  •  personnel  who  turn  out  on  an 
!alert  *  and  who  are  available .  for  duty-.  .This  graph  shows  two 
special  features;  (l)  There  is  ample  Staff  atp  deal  with  the  number 
of  casual tie s •  which  have  occurred  and  the 1 attendances  of  volunteers 
have  remained  effective,  and  constant;  (2)  -unless  the  ‘alert1  signal 
Is  given,  the  Casualty  Services  like  the  aether  A.R.P.  services  are 
not*  brought  into  their  full  effective  capacity  because  the 
volunteer  personnel  are  not  summoned. 

Difficulties  -arose  as  conditions  In  this  country  fluctuated. 

When  the  schools  were  empty  it  was  convenient  for  first  aid  posts 

and  depots  to  be  in  those  buildings,  but  when  the  schools  re-opened 

and  evacuated  children  filtered. back  to  the  town,  this  accommoda¬ 
tion  became  less  readily  available.  Further*,  when  the  demand  come 
for  economy  in  personnel,  half’ the  depots  became  closed  and  were 
only  open  and  manned  by  volunteers  during  the  ‘alert.’  Naturally, 
this  changing  about  caused  uneasiness  among  the  volunteers  and 
paid  staff  alike,  and  it  was  difficult  to  convince  those  concerned 
that  this  change  was  due  to  instructions  from  the  Ministry  and  not 

to  a  purely  local  desire  to  make  a  change  for  the  sake  of  making 

a  change. 

All  Health  Visitors  and  School * Nurses  are  attached  to  Aid  Posts. 

District  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  all  engaged  on  A.R.P.  work 
either  as  Service  Representatives,  Staff  Officers  or  Billeting 
Officers  -  the  billeting- iwork-  in  connection  with  homeless  people 
following  an  air  raid  taking  up  a  very  large  portion  of  the 
Inspectors1  '  time.  -  - - 

The  whole  of  the  personnel  is  now  well  trained  and  experienced 
in  casualty  work.  The  older  men  (who  worn  physically  unfit)  in 
First  Aid  parties,  have  been  replaced  by  younger  men  called  up  in 


their  group  and  preferring  this  branch  of  Civil  Defence  instep  of 
military  service, 

00r  The  somewhat  dilapidated  vehicles  introduced  to  us  as  ambulance 
pand  First  Aid  p&rty'  cars  have  now  either  been  reconditioned  or 
replaced  by  more  elegant  means  ..of  transport. 

Equipment  at  Posts  has  been  liberal  both  in  respect  toJstock 
,'and  uniforms  for  personnel. 

i  ,  • 

The  training  of  First  Aid  parties  in  rescue  work  has  received 
attention  and  a  Rescue  School  for  the  county  has  been  started  in 
the  Borough  as  it  is  considered  eminently  desirable  that  First 
Aid  parties  whose' work  coincided  should  be  trained  in  each  others 
work. 

Emergency  Hospital  Services. 

•  r  The  co-ordination  of  all  hospitals  within  certain  areas  became 
■obvious  and  necessary  at  a  very  early  stage  and  voluntary  hospital 
and  Municipal  hospitals  together  acting  under  the  general  common 
control  of  one  Group  Officer  have  been  in  a  position  to  reserve 
beds  for  the  reception  of  civilian  casualties, 

‘There  is  no  distinction  between  the  admission  of  civilians  am 
service  cases. 

Special  facilities  are  available  for  specialised  cases,  such  s 
chest  wounds,  brain  injuries,  and  nervous  lesions,  and  the  medics' 
staffs  for  such  ..institutions  have  already  been  arranged.  It  is 
necessary  that  these  staffs  should  be  on  a  fluid  basis  in  order 
that  teams  may  remain  mobile  and  proceed  to  the  particular  area 
affected. 

The  question  of  the  immediate:  evacuation  of  these  hospitals  on 
the  instructions;  of  the  military  has  also  had  to  bo  considered  ar~ 
schemes  have  been  in  operation  and  practices  carried  out  to'  such 
an  extent  that  all  the  equipment  for  a  fifty-bedded  unit  can  be 
packed  and  moved  within  a  period  of  twenty  minutes.  To  help  in 

this  and  also  to  assist  in  the  reception  of  casualties  following 
upon  an  air-raid,  volunteer  stretcher  bearers  have  been  recruited 
for  the  Emergency  Hospital  Services.  These  men  have'  been  'trains 
in  stretcher  work  and  divided  into  two  groups,  the  outside  group 
unloading  the  ambulances  and  carrying  the  cases  into  the  admission 
rooms  and  the  inside  group  taking  the  cases  from  the  admission 
room  and  putting  them  into  hospital  beds.  These  volunteers  wear 
an  attractive  emblem  with  the  letters  nS.B,"  and  form  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  hospital  staff.

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Casualty  Bureau. 


A  Casualty  Bureau  has  been  established  in  the  Health  Department 
ain-c-e.  -the  -commencement  of  the  war.  Ib  collects  daily  bed- 

states  from  the  hospitals  included  in  the  Emergency  Medical  Scheme 
and  summaries  of  these  bedstates  are  forwarded  each  day  to  the 
Hospital  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Newcastle,  and  the 
Group  Officer  of  the  South  Tyne  sector.  A  weekly  return  is  sent 
direct,  to  Whitehall. 

.All. service  cases,  sick  or , casual ties,  admitted  to  or  discharged 
from  thesq  hospitals  and  all  civilian  casualties  are  notified  to 
the  Casualty  Bureau  on  special  forms.  Copies  of  these  forms  are 
filed  at  the  Casualty  Bureau  and. copies  are  forwarded  daily  to  the 
appropriate  Regimental  Records  Offices  and  to  the  Casualty  Records 
Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

The  Casualty’  Bureau  also  collects  from  hospitals,  first  aid 
posts,  and  mortuaries,  particulars  of  casualties  directly  after  an 
air  raid  and  posts  up  lists  at  various  places  in  the  Borough. 


It  furnishes  particulars  of  the  number  and  general  classification 
of ’ casualties 'inf licted  and  attends  to  individual  enquiries  by  the 
general  public. 


■In-  conclusion  I  record  in  table  form  the .  estab?  ishment  of  the 
A.R.P.  Services  and  the  situation-  of-  tire'  Various  depots. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  observe  the  amount  of  material  which 
is  stored  at  the  special  cleansing  oentre,  Thir  centre  will  bo 
available  for  any  persons  who  have  visited  Sunderland  for  shopping 
purposes  and  are  contaminated  with  gas  or  vapour  no  such  an  extent 
that  they  are  not  fit  to  return  to  their  homes  at  a  distance  without 
preliminary  cleansing.  The  general  public  would  naturally  go 
direct  to  their  own  homes  in  order  to  change  theii  clothing  unless 
they  were  sufficiently  contaminated  or  wounded  air-  a  to  bo  taken  to 
a  ffirst  Aid  Post  or  Hospital.  This  centre  is  situated  convenient 
to  the  shopping  centre  of  the  town  and  lias  been  stocked  accordingly 
with  the  necessary  clothing  which'  Will  be  loaned  to  people  and 
returned  after  they  have  proceeded* to’ their  own  individual ' houses .

CIVIL  NURSING  RESERVE 

Throughout  the  year  meetings  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  have 
been  held.  This  organisation  with  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
Chairman  provides  nursing  staff  for  the  Emergency  Hospitals  and  also 
the  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  and  First  Aid  Posts. 

The  members  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  are  divided  into  throe 
categories,  namely,  (1)  those  who  are  fully  trained;  (2)  those  who 
are  partly  trained;  and  (3)  Nursing  Auxiliaries  who  are  recruited 
from  such  organisations  as  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

Another  group  consists  of  those  nurses  who  are  termed  mobile, 
that  is  to  say,  they  are  available  for  nursing  duties  in  any  part  of 
the  country.  The  following  table  shows  the  registered  personnel  at 
the  end  of  the  year:-
